CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—A dispatch to the 


Tribune from Jackson, Miss., says: 


While hundreds of white men are sys- 
tematically searching the homes of every 
negro in the city, hunting for a colored 
man who assaulted a young white wom- 
an, wfth the avowed intention of burning 
him to death. Governor Vardaman is 
working hard to prevent a lynching m 
the capital city of the State. 
When the news of the crime reached 
him the Governor sent bis Mends all 
over the town a& emissaries of law and 
order, telling them to plead with every 
man thev*met to allow the law 1o take 
its course. 
-Then he started on a personal cam- 
paign. Charging up and down the main 
street he expostulated with every group 
of men on the cornets and used even' 
argument at his command to induce them 
to disperse. The Governor soon saw his 
efforts were likely to pro\e unavailing 
Find finally went with the rapidly increas- 
ing mob to the court house where, ac- 
cording to rnmors, the young woman's 
assailant was under guard. 
The reports were unfounded, but the juries. 


mob refused to believe the sheriff and 
began making threatening 
demonstra- 
tions. 
Governor Vardaman, after 
Instructing 
the sheriff and his deputies to defend the 
prisoner to the last if he should b«; 
brought to them, mounted the steps and 
began an impassioned address. 


He declared the law provided fit and 
proper punishment for the crime in ques- 
tion, assured the citizens of Jackson tha'S. 
there would be no delay in carrjing it in- 
to effect, and pleaded with them to "allow 
the law to take its course." 
The Governor offered to pay J5QO for 
the arrest of the negro provided he wa«s 
delivered alive to the authorities. 
His 
appeal was listened to in silence- 
The local militia company has been or- 
dered out and under the/Governor's per- 
sonal direction will be 'used to protect 
the prisoner if he is captured.*

Chapman, in. presenting reasons why En- 
gineer Adams was not present, said: 
"I understand that you have evidence 
before you of the value of the water plant. 
It la prima facie evidence. 
While we 
might offer a little evidence in rebuttal, 
we will have no extended testimony to 
offer. 
This Council has, no doubt, made 
up its mind and will act on the evidence 
that it has now before it. 
Dornin—The other evening I had hoped 
to ask several questions. I was unable to 
reach the points that I desired. I thought 
that the agents of the Contra Costa 
Water Company would be here tonight 
and that I could conclude with my ques- 
tions. 
Mr. Champman—I had supposed that 
Mr. Dornin would ask certain questions 
In s tatin g that you have made ou t a 
prima facie case I do not mean to make 
any reflection on this Council.

CHICAGO, February 24.—The train 


rules committee of the American Rail- 
road Association has held a meeting 
here and completed a code of rules to 


overn the operation of trains on roads 


having three and four tracks. 


The committee has been at work for 


months, and is ready to make recom- 
mendations to the General Association 
at its' next semi-annual meeting. Un- 
doubtedly the rules as prepared will 
be approved and adopted by all of the 
roads which are members of the organ- 
zation. 
The purpose of formulating 
a code is to obtain a uniform practice 
on all important 
American 
railroad 
systems. With uniformity it is said, 
n the rules and methods of operation 
railroad accidents will be greatly less- 
ened. 
The new rules are said to be compre- 


hensive and include the operation of 
trains 'tgainst the current" of traffic 
under certain conditions.' That is to 
say, that when the tracks' are properly 
protected by block signals it will be 
permissible to switch a1 train onto the 
opposite track and there operate it 
according to certain rules and regula- 
tions.

Troutt was the only mem- 


ber of the organization who knew of the 
attempt at fraud. 
According to his story 
he attached a contrivance to the rollers 
ao that it was certain that the team rep- 
resenting1 the Oakland Wheelmen "would 
win, 
a friend of his having bet on the 
local riders and Troutt was to receive 
half of the 
winnings. 
He 
had fixed 
brakes on the rollers and connected the 
same with the winga of the stage by a 
stout black cord. 
It was his intention to make the ac- 
tion of one roller slower than the other, 
causing the defeat of the opponents of 
the Oakland Wheelmen. 
The fraud was 


discovered after the first race by Mc- 
Knerney. 
Troutt was tho only one to have any-

FEATURES'OF LICENSE BILL. 
The provisions of this act apply to 


each separate place of business, not- 
withstanding that an individual or cor- 
poration may own or conduct two or 
more such places 
Retail dealers Tull 


be obliged to pay semi-annually, before 
the first of January and July of each 
year, $25, and if this sum is not paid, 
fifty percentum is to b^ added to the 
amount thereof. "Wholesale dealers are 
to be taxed a like amount, distillers, 
brewers and manufacturers whose an- 
nual sales do not exceed $500 a pear 
are to pay ten dollars annually. Re- 
tall business is understood to mean 
sales of less than five gallons. Viola- 
tion of the law is to be punished by a 
fine of not less than 5100 nor more 
than S300.

When an appropriation of this kind is 
made, it is to be used in systematiz- 
ing and economizing public charity 
and relief o£ the dependent poor by the 
Association in question, and of this 
work, the association In question shall 
make a monthly report.

Alameda county employed the Asso- 
ciated Charities of Oakland to Inquire 
into the condition of applicants before 
the Board for relief, the remuneration 
being set at $100 a month.

French and Wright, accused of bribery, 
Senafor Selvage spoke as follows: 


"The 
matter of the adoption of the re- 


port of the special committee, recom- 
mending the expulsion of the four Sen- 
ators accused of bribery, not having come 
up for' action in the Senate, I have con- 
cluded that I will express myself upon 
the subject, not because I have ever had 
any hesitancy about doing so since the 
time tho matter came before the Senate 
before, but because I have noticed in the 
public journals a statement of my posi- 
tion upon the question, which was not 
true in fact. 
' 'None of the representatives of the 
prebs have asked me my position upon 
the subject until yesterday, except the 
representatives of the Examiner and 
THE TRIBUNE, and to those I stated 
that I would wait until the time came 
to express myself upon the floor of tho 
Senate. 
"The fact, however, that a number of 
the journals have persistently published 
that I would lead an opposition to thf 
report of the committee, I think, calls 
upon me at this time to state what my 
position upon the question is and what it 
has been. 
"When the question came up before 
the Senate as tc what position, the Senate 
should occupy as to the permission of 
the Senators to testify in their own be- 
half. I voj:ed that they^ should be per- 
mitted to testify. At that time the Sen- 
Dtc was sitting as a court to determine 
the admissibility of certain testimony in 
a case th,en pending before it, I believed 
then, as I do now, that if the Senators 
desired to put in a defense and go upon 
the stand and testify, they should have 
the same privilege that the murderer has, 
or that any other man accused of crimo 
has under the laws of the State. I so 
expressed myself upon the floor of the 
Senate, but the Senate, upon vote, deter- 
mined otherwise, and the principal rea- 
son, 
I believe, of its determining other- 
wise was because of section 304 of the 
Political Code, which reads: 
" 'No person sworn and examined be- 
fore either house of the Legislature, or 
any committee thereof, can be held to 
answer criminally or be subjected to any 
penalty or forfeiture for any 'fact or act 
touching which he is required to testify. 
Nor is any statement made or paper pro- 
duced by any such witness competent 
evidence 
in 
any 
criminal proceeding 
against such witness.' 
"I did not then believe, nor do I now 
believe, -that that section relates to or 
governs in a case of a voluntary witness. 
The language is 'or be subject to any 
penalty or forfeiture for any fact or act 
touching which he is required to testify.' 
"The word required in that place means 
compelled. It does not apply to a volun- 
teer or one who proposes himself as a 
witness in his own behalf. I know that 
upon this question there are those who 
take issue with rne, but, nevertheless. :t 
]H my opinion, and it wiii not change un- 
til a Supreme Court finally settles the in- 
terpretation of that pnrase.

" That question , however, was settled 
1 when the Senate \ oted to refuse the 
I permission to the Senators to testify, and 
' the question that is now before the Sen- 
ate is one of a very different character. 
The question has changed from one of the 
admissibility of testimony to that of the 
moral guilt or innocence of the accused, 
"It is not our province, sitting fits a 
Senate in this matter, to determine the 
question of legal guilt or whether or not 
the Senators have committed a crime 
which is punishable by any law of this 
State, 
Tho matter is entirely with thu 


I courts, and I do not wish to interfere 
cither on behalf of the prosecution, or 
interfere with the regular course of the 
law."This Senate is now transformed Into 
a jury to pass upon the moral guilt of 
the accused and we should be governed 
and must be governed by- the testimony 
that has been introduced. If that testi- 
mony satisfies the members" of the Senate 
that- these accused Senators, have vio- 
lated their oaths of office, or have been 
guilty of conduct unbecoming' members 
of the Senate, it is the duty of the Son- 
ate to expel them. If, on the other hand, 
the preponderancey of evidence is in 
favor of the Senators, it is the duty of

of this character, different from the rule 
in criminal prosecutions. When a man 
comes before a court charged with crime 
the prosecution must prove him guilty 
beyond all reasonable doubt. 
I do not 
think that rule obtains before the Sen- 
ate. If it did, the testimony might not 
be altogether satisfactory. The testimony 
of an accomplice is not sufficient upon 
which to find a verdict of guilty under the 
laws of our State, and it would appear 
from the testimony of, Jordan and of 
Grange that they were accomplices to tho 
crime committed, if any has been com- 
mitted. But as I do not believe that nils 
obtains, X. must be governed by the testi- 
mony introduced. 
"I am only sorry to say that the testi- 
mony that ha»s been introduced here Is all 
against the accused. There has been no 
attempt to introduce any in their behalf 
except that which was rejected by the 
Senate, and the testimony now before the 
Senate is the testimony which we must 
act upon. 
"Some have impugned my motives In 
the position that I hayc taken upon this 
-nptter. but my conscience tells me I am 
right in both instances. 
I was right 
whon I asked that the Senators be per- 
mitted to testify in their own behalf, and 
I will now vote when the question comes 
before the Senate as my judgment anl 
my conscience tell me is right in the 
matter."

The latest amend- | 
ment makes the reference to the cross- 
ings referred to In the bill much more 
definite than it was before and, in tbe 
estimation of the author of the amend- 
ment, removes all the objections that he 
has heard against the bill.

The amendment bill of two days ago; 
with the amendment of yesterday, reads 
as follows: 
"No railroad main track crossing, out- 
Ride the limits of any incorporated town, 
city or city and county, shall be at grade, 
unless the party proposing such crossing 
at-grade shall, at Its own sole cost and 
expense, protect such crossing by tho 
construction, operation and maintenance 
of an interlocking plant, with .suitable 
signals and derails; but cither party to 
such crossing may Insist upon a separa- 
tion of grades. In -which case the cost of 
constructing such crossing with separate 
grades shall be equallv divided between 
the railroad companies concerned: and 
provided further, that where any SUCH 
crossing has been constructed at i^rade, 
either company may. at any time there- 
after, require a separation of the grades 
at such crossing, each company paying 
one-half of the expense of such separa- 
tion; and provided further that the fore- 
going provisions shall not be construed 
as requiring a separation of grades where 
such separation is physically impractica- 
ble, and in case of any dispute or con- 
troversy as to tbe physical practicability 
of any undergrade, or overhead crossing, 
the same shall be determined by the 
Superior Court of the county in which 
such crossing is situate in an action or 
proceeding brought by -either party for 
that purpose."

tests of that county, we may be sure that 
the political machine of the metropolis 
will fortify Itself for an ^opportunity to 
deal the system a blow and Mr. Kirk may 
assure himself that the blow will be * 
telling one. The cities that lose school 
revenues through the 'operation of this 
change will bide their time and when 
the opportunity is ripe will make further 
changes in tbe 
school 
law,—and 
the 


changes wifl all be in the direction of 
pinching the State fund and enlarging the 
local fund. 


In short, it is fairly clear to us that 


the State Superintendent has laid the 
foundation for a complete revolution of 
the school system, for the cities that pav 
the taxes will be forced to localize the 
system in order to hold their own funds. 
However vigilant may be the philanthro- 
pic friends of impoverished mountain dis- 
tricts, they may take it for granted that 
no vigilance Is proof against the ingenu- 
ity of trained politicians who want that 
half million to distribute at home. They 
will recoupe for their loss by gradually, 
secretly, if possible, and tirelessly tear- 
Ing away the State structure and install- 
ing a localized system In its stead. 


Even from the standpoint of the great- 


est educational good to the State, we 
think the change is ill advised. The pur- 
pose of the free public schools Is to make 
better citizens, elevate the standards of 
life, cr-ate higher ambitions and add In- 
telligence to industry. The primary rea- 
son for State-supported schools Is to eje- 
vate the standard of citizenship. Pray, 
where are the citizens who need elevating 
if not in the cities? The larger the city 
the more urgent the need. 
In country 


life there Is a, useful education entirely 
distinct from the schools, an education 
of self-reliance. 
The rural districts arc 


endowed with the very elements that 
contribute 'to an average good character 
in citizenship, s What is more, the coun- 
try-bred youth will almost invariably se- 
cure, in some way, the education befit- 
ting his chosen career in life. 
But the 


youth of the city, surrounded as he is 
with constant examples of idleness, loaf- 
ing and hoodlumism, needs every 
re- 


straint of the law, every bolster to his 
energy, every encouragement to his laud- 
able -aspirations and even then it may be 
an accident if be makes a good citizen. 
His dally contact is against it. 
There- 


fore, if there be any potency in money to 
provide educational advantages for forc- 
ing of good citizenship out of adverse 
conditions, all the considerations for the 
weal of the State should constrain us, to 
throw the surplus into the schools of the 
cities.—Stockton Independent.

not Be Considered at . 


Sacramento. 


BERKELEY. February 24.—The fol- 


lowing letter from Assemblyman Waste 
explains fuHy the disposition made at 
this Legislature o£ the 
proposed bill 


granting to California towns the pow- 
er to levy taxes to keep streets clean, 
a law which the civic section of tjhe 
Berkeley Town and Gown Club pro-; 
posed and which received the hearty 
support of all the local improvement 
cluos. 
Assemblyman Waste has ex- 


plained at length th'e impossibility of 
putting througa any such legislation 
at this .session and he has outlined the 
best course to be taken to make such 
sin act a law. 
The letter Erom As- 


semblyman Waste as follows:

Dear Mrs. Breck:—Permit me to ac- 


knowledge through you the receipt o£ 
the resolution adopted at a mass meet- 
ing o£ the citizens of Berkeley held in 
the interest of clean streets. 
I have 


just received the resolution and regret 
that the matter did not reach me soon- 
er. Today is the last day under the 
la\v on which bills may be introduced 
in the Legislature without the consent 
of two-thirds of the members, had on 
roll call. 
Only these bills will here- 


after be allowed to be introduced "which 
present urgent features, or which re- 
late to matters pertaining to the State 
Government. 
All 
bills 
after today 


must iirst be referred to a committee 
on introduction of bills and tne report 
of that committee is practically final.' 


In view of this situation it will in 


my judgment be an utter impossibility 
for anything to be done at this session 
of the Legislature. 
A bill giving mu- 


nicipalities the power 
to 
keep the 


streets clean and to levy a special tax 
and lien upon the abutting property as 
suggested in your resolution must pro- 
vide a complete proceeding and should 
not only be well considered- but care- 
fully drawn, otherwise the bill would 
not stand a test In court.. 
It would 


be a measure 
providing for taking 


property under penalty and must not 
contravene the constitution! require- 
ments that property can not be taken 
without the prqcess of law. 


In order to ascertain the sentiment 


of some of the leading lawyers in the 
Senate and the Assembly in regard to 
the matter, I hastily submitted the 
proposition to a number of the mem- 
bers of the judiciary committee of each 
house. They all agreed that it would 
be impossible, without knowledge -of 
the like statutes now in force in the 
Eastern States to draft a bill in such 
short time. Knowing the general sen- 
timent of the property owners in Cal-- 
itornia in relation to the care of streets 
by city authorities, it would be un- 
wise to attempt any legislation at this 
late day, as a hastily drawn measure 
would certainly invite opposition and 
possible defeat. 


It would be very urjwise in my opin- 


ion, that the .clubs represented on the 


petition which has been forwarded, to 
me, form a legislative committee with 
instructions to the committee to have 
prepared before the next meeting of 
the Legislature, a complete measure 
wearing on this subject. 
If the bill 


is ready to introduce at the opening 
o£ tie next session, I believe that a 
determined effort in its behalf would 
secure its passage. 


I regret that the matter did not 


reach me in time for at least an- at- 
tempt to be made to do something this 
session. ' I assure you of my interest 
in matters of. this kind and will be 
pleased, if the occasion should re- 
quire, to give any committee you ap- 
point the benefit of my experience on 
legislative matters.
